AS J have your authority, my dear Sir^ 
to fay, that my letters from France 
and part of Spain gave you fbme entertain*^ 
ment and information ; and ad I am fure 
you will be glad to know that the publica- 
tion of them afterwards proVed profitable 
to me, you will not wonder (for you know 
too that I love rambling) to fincj me again 
on this great Continent, 1 am now indeed 
on another part of it, the Pdis-bas^ and 
though I may not travel fo far from home, 

B neverthelef| 
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ncverthelefs I may perhaps traverfe as much 
grouad, or rather pav^^ as in my former 
yearns journey ; and as I intend to publilh 
fich letters as I, from time to time, thus 
addrefs to you, it will I hope induce you to 
cxcufe my giving hints, and pointing out 
fuch artifices of mankind, which you are 
too well acquainted with to be guarded 
againft by me, while I hope the younger 
part of my countrymen who travel may 
be benefited thereby. 

A neighbour of mine, in England, hint- 
ed to me the other day, that it was a fort of 
impertinent liberty taken with the public 
to make a book : I thought there was more 
truth than good breeding to juftify what 
he faid, as he knew I had juft made one ; I 
therefore gave him no anfwer ; but I will 
obferve to you, that writing a book may 
feem to imply, that I know more^ or am 
wifer than you ; ^but I migbt have told my 
neighbour, that there is a kind of know- 
ledge. 
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ledge, which men of inferior underftanding 
gain by length of days : I am as fenfible of 
my rude neighbour's fuperior underftand- 
ing as 1 am of your poliflied manners and 
good fenfe, yet I flatter myfelf both be 

« 

and you, if you travel through the Pdis-bas^ 
«r Auftrian Netherlands, will find fome 
tifeful hints in the following letters. 

If it be faid, that there are feveral well 
written accounts of this country, I freely 
.acknowledge there are; but I believe few 
have been wrote by a man who made the 
tour, turned of his grand climafteric— 
Allow me therefore to obferve, that there 
is a line of knowledge to be obtained by 
men of inferior underftanding, merely from 
feeing the wheel of life turn round three 
fcore years, or more, which younger men 
of better fenfc may, nay do overlook, — 
To the younger part of my countrymen 
therefore, who are conftantly making ex* 
curfions to the cpntinent, thefe letters may 

B 2 prove 
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prove ufeful, for I have met with none 
who have efcaped the impofitions of the 
lower order of the people, and but few who 
have been wife enpugh even to perceive 
the artifices of the upper ; an order, by 
much the moft dangerous, in general, for a 
young Engliftiman of fortune to be con* 

r 

nefted or acquainted with. I muft pbferve 
therefore, that ftrangers, who are permit- 
ted to the honour of eating, and converfing, 
with the high and mighty people of the 
PaiS'baSy fhould avoid playing with them ; 
firft, becaufe they underjiand play\ and fe- 
condly, becaufe they do not always^ as 
^ Engliflimen do, pay when they lofe. If, 
therefore, I can fhew fuch who follow me, 
where the man-traps are laid, and how they 
may be avoided, thofe who fet their feet into 
them with their eyes open muft not com- 
plain of the fmart which may follow. 

But exclufive of what concerns indivi- 
duals, I have a more important matter to 

lay 
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lay before you, a matter in which the na- 
tion at large is deeply interefted, especially 
fince the peace has made the trajet between 
our ifland and this continent fo fhort, and 
fo eafy ; for I am well affured, that (ince 
that period not lefs than two thoufand 
Englifli families have arrived at Calais, 
with a view of living cheaper in a country 
where taxes are not fb high as with you, 
and where provifions, wine, &c. are faid to 
be much cheaper, among, which number, 
are a great many genteel families of fmall 
fortune. I need not point out to a man of 
your perception the many evil confequences 
which muft arife at home from fuch 
emigrations, but I will, and do moft Ilo- 
lemnly, aflure you (and thofe who have fuch 
a move in contemplation) that they tvili 
ferioufly repent, if they carry it into execu* 
tion, and that moft of thofe v^iio are on 
this fide, and who can c^nvenientlv return 
home, will do fo, and find on tlieir re- 
turn, that they are much the poorer for 

B 3 their 
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then frugal plan. They only confider, that 
they have fewer and lefs taxes lo pay to the 
King, or to the Emperor*, but they do 
not confider the heavy tax of impoftion upon 
all Jlr angers J and upon Englifhmen irf^|)ar- 
ticular, a tax much more mighty, and 
which falls more grievoufly upon them,^ 
than all our taxes put together. No man 
can well bear impofitions with temper, and 
he who cannot, 'will feldom keep his tem- 
per when travelling, or refiding either V\ 
France, Flanders, or Germany. 



The idea of the riches qf all Englilhmen 
who travel, can never be rooted out of the 
natives of the continent ; and though tra- 
velling is dear in England, I do aver, that 
even the Bath road to London is not fb 
dear as on the great roads in France, or 
Flanders, with this difference only, that 
the traveller thinks he drinks better wine ;

he 
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\t certainly does drink weaker, and perhaps 
wholefbmer wine than Englifli road port. — 
A few years fince, it is true, a prudent 
Eiigliihman might travel, or live cheaper in 
France than in England ; but the cafe is al- 
tered, for even at the firft, and formerly 
the cheapeft town in France, Calais, 
Englifli cheefe, and fuch as few Englifhmen 
can eat, is eighteen fols a pound, i, e. nine 
pence Englifti ! Fruit and vegetables are 
equally dear, in (hort, the price of every 
article is confiderably enhanced. Fifteen 
years fince I bought a pair of red flippers at 
Lifle for twenty-four fols ; I aikcd the 
price of a pair as I lately pafled through 
that city, and they demanded, and would 
not take lefs than forty-eight, I mention 
this trifle to fliew how miftaken thofe 
people are, who leave their own country, 
under an idea of finding here a better or a 
cheaper market. An Englifh gentleman, 
who has rcfided in this city five years with 
his family, affures me, that all the neceffa-^

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ries of life Have encreafed zt leaft pne third 
within that time* 

As I have mentioned Calais, and as Calais 
is now the general rendezvous of moft-con* 
tinental travellers, I muft tell you, that if 
you follow the ion or the rage^ and go to 

the ■ " ■■ — i my friend Mon^ 

j^eur ■ , after making yoii a very low 

bow, if you come with, your own carriage, 
and looking as grave as an undertaker at 9 
funeral, will thus accoft you ; 

** I will give you,yj/>, Vdors, fays he, fpj: 
** your guineas, and when you return, I 
*< will give you gyineas for your Vdors** 
For he knows very well, that hut few will 
return to be exchanged ; apd he feldom fail? 
being out- of^nglifh cajb when you do ; but 
he will fend out and get you— what ? why 
thofe very bank bills he gives his feryant to 
return with, fo that if you have not nineteen 
L'dors to exchange for a bank bill, you muft: 

lof« 
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lofe four or fi\re pence on each, to purchafo 
your own guineas back again ; for when he 
fends out to get them changed, he fends out 
alfo the means of changing ihem. The houfe 
indeed is a good houfe^ and yoii may dine 
there pretty well, but it is the very worfl: 
houfe in the kingdom for breakfaft or for 
good wine. 

When I was laft there, I •found two Eng- 
lift gentlemen paying their bill at this houfe, 
and though they had laid down five Englifii 
guineas inftead of Louis d'ors, by which he 
' gained at leaft two fhillings and a penny, the 
mercenary wretch refufed to take an Englifh 
,crown in lieu of a French one, though the 
gentlemen were out of cafli ; and 1 was ob- 
liged to lend the two ftrangers (for fo they 
.were to me) half a guinea, to releafe them 
from the clutches of tliat evil-eyed genius^ ; 
a fellow too, who has made an ample fortune 
Ifom the purfes of the Englifh nation ; I

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will not mention the names of the two 
EngiiOi gentlemen he fb meanly treated, 
but Mrs, Belcher, at the City of London, at 
Dover, a good houfe, can teflify, that they 
left the half guinea with her to repay me 

what ' (hould not have put them to 

the pain of borrowing* ; and as the Silver 
Lion, late Grandfires, is now rebuilt, and is 
a very fumptuous hotel, I (hall in future ufe 
that, and leave fuch Engliflimen of fafhioii 
and fortune, who have fpirit and fentiment, 
to do as they pleafe, only obferving that, 

^ garden is fenced in by the military 

hofpital, the ftench of which is conveyed 
in, under and over, every part of the pre' 
mifes.

all they wanted to compleat demand, and more 

than it amounted to, had the fellow allowed what he 
ought to have allowed for the value of the five Englifh • 
guineas j for whoever will be at the trouble, may fell each 
Englifli guinea, full weight, for twenty-f®ur livres ten 
fols, and the Louis d'or is only twenty-four livres.

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p. S. I (hall furprize, nay ftartle you too 
perhaps, when I affure you, that from a 
pretty exa£l calculation, procured by the 
French Miniftry from the bankers bopks in 
Paris, that the money expended or drawn 
for by the Englifli in that city only^ 
amounted in time of peace to nearly a mil-* 
lion and a half yearly ! You need not there- 
fore fear a French war inhafte ; but the gold 
carried over to France by travellers and by 
fmugglers is a fubjeft worthy of ferious 
confideration. Moniieur ■ " ■ knows the 
fweets of the fmelting pot at Liflc, and the 
French nation the fweets of peace, even

I NOW recollea, that in my firft letter 
I was condudling you through this 

country before I had brought you fafe over 
the invidious Jireight (as Smollet calls it) 
which divides little England from this 
great Continent, It is true, it is but a 
narrow piece of water, but it requires fomc 
&ill in the paflenger, as well as in the pilot, 
to pafs it over with eafe and fafety^ 

During the late war, fbmc intereft was 
ufed to be permitted to come hither by the 
way of Calais, but as that impediment . 
will foon be removed, it is fcarcely neccf-. 
fary to fay, as I otherwilc would, fo much 
againft taking the paffage to Oftend, it beings 
though a fhort voyage, attended with more 

dangcjp 
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danger than you land-men arc aware of-— You 
kaow I am a piece of a feamaa* 

An Athenian General, on his death-bed 
declared, that he had but one aft of his 
whole life to repent of, and that was going 
a journey by water which he could have 
taken by land ; and fuch who take the way 
of Oftend to the Continent, who might 
have gone to Calais, have often occafion to 
repent it. Not long fince, Capu Cannon^ 
commander of a Dover packet, with all the 
paffengers, perilhed between Margate and 
that port. Oftend is on a very flat coaft, and 
there are fands which will pick up a fmall 
veffel, two, three, or four miles from the 
(hore ; a (hore which in thick weather is 

« 

not to be fcen, even when the bells may be 
heard to ring and the dogs to bark. Go 
therefore ftraight to Dover, and the next 
nqiorning, ias early as the wind and tide 
wilt permit, to fea, and it is ten to one but 
you will eat your dinner at the Silver Lion, 

at 
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at Calais. I iay the Silver Lion, for that U 
rebuilt, and in many relpeds is preferable 

to — 7- ■ ^ , in the article of expeuce 

materially fo. Unlefs you wifh to vifit 
Oilend or Bruges, (at the firft of which 
towns there is little worth feeing) the beft 
rout to this city is by the way of Ardresy 
St. OmeTy Mount Cafelle and LiJUy which laft "^ 
city is a noble one, and where every public 
hotel is, to me, preferable to that which 
moftof theEnglifti frequent, i. e. the Hotel 
de Bourbon, on the Grande Place. The 
people who keep it are rich, impertinent, 
and charged me higher than any houfe on 
the Continent. If you have a defire to quit 
the title of Milor Anglais^ Flanders is the 
country in the world to buy the rank of 
Comte, Marquis, or even Duke. Marechal de 
Rickelieu bought, when at Vienna, baronies 
for his two porteurs de ckaife^ and when 
Ibme ladies of faftiion boafled that they 
had in their kitchen feveral French- Mar- 
quiffes, 1 believe it, replied tlie Marichal^ 

for 
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for my fedati chair is fupported by a brace of 
German Barons. 

This country, however, abounds, with 

-much better fubjeds^ I mean merchants, 
and manufaQurers, and it is amazing what 

' a change the.prefent Emperor has made in a 
few years, by encouraging trade, rooting 
up fuperftition, and abplifliuig ancient cuf- 
toms. It is worth obferving alfb, that this 

, very able and adive minded Prince, when 
he vifited thefe parts of bis dominions, made 
Bruffels, (the capital of the Pdis-bas) the 
Iq/l town he entered, chufing to know the 
courtiers Jirfi from their neighbours. By 
his declaring Oftend a free port, it is efti- 
inated that the Englifh fmugglers alone 
bring to the amount of 600,000 livres 
monthly into that port ; they bring too 

. ready money, and therefore the Oftenders 
are "content with fmall profits, for their 
brandy, tobacco, tea, gauzes, lace, wine, &c.

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Though I have conduced you through 
Lifle into the Netherlands, 1 will fuppofe 
you however fct down at Oftcnd, a town 
now inhabited by men of all nations, where 
as much Englifh is heard as French, or Fie- 
mifh : Surrounded with the fea, they have 
no good water, the harbour however is 
•crowded with ihipphig, which ihews it to 
be a place of great trade. 



For fifteen pence the Treckfcoote, an 
elegant yacht, condufts you to Bruges^ a 
very large city, which in the 13th century 
was the principal mart in Europe, and where 
the merchants of all parts of the world hid 
houfes and commercial connexions ; but the 
frequent revolts of the inhabitants againft 
their Ibvereigns, the manufacturers againft 
their Tnafters, and the mafters againft the 
magiftrates, firft drove the ftranger§ to An* 
twerp, and the natives to different parts of the 
world. The fad effefts of which are ftill 
felt, and are ftill vifible ; for Antwerp was 

raifed 
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railed on the ruins of Bruges, as Amfterdam 
is at this day on thofe of Antwerp*. But ' 
lince Oftend has become a free port, Bruges 
begins to revive in her trade ; it is faid there 
are two hundred and fifty ftreets in Bruges, 
and forty thoufand inhabitants, but more 
than ten thoufand of them are fupported 
by public charity. Several Englifh families 
are fettled at Bruges in the mercantile way, 
who are encouraged and protefted in their 
undertakings. 

The police is good, the magiftrates being 
juflr, but fevere, and there is no part of the 
Continent where ftrangers or natives can 
travel more fecurely. At Bruges, an advo- 
cate is paid twenty-eight pence an hour for 
attendance, but the phyfician, (which is a 
ihame) has only zfchellen^ feven pence, for 
each vifit ! When a confultation is held, each

, C phyfician 
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phyfician has twenty-fix pence, and the far* 
geons half that fum. The town houfe, the 
great hall, and the antient cathedial churchy 
are worthy of notice. At the grand altar 
are. three pidlurcs, by G. Segers, Philjppes 
Champagne, and Van Oft the older, in all 
of which it IS faid there is great merit. Here 
they kept two paintings by Rubens locked 
up, and which are only to be (cen on cer- 
tain public days ; one is the buft of St. Peter,^ 
the other of St. Paul ; they are in high pre- 
fervation, and worthy the care which is 
taken of them. There- are other piftur^s 
in the cathedral, particularly that qf St. 
Charles Barome adminiftering the lacra- 
ment to the people dying of the plague. In 
this great city there is not one private col- 
leftion of pictures, there is however an aca- 
demy of painters, and Mr. Suve\ educateji 
therein, gained the prize medal at Paris 
in the year 1779, and another Bruges dif- 
ciple gained that of Milan the year fol- 
m * \ lowiog. Every year fix filver medals are

given 
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given by the prefent Emperor to the two 
firft artifts of each clafs, '

In the parifh church of Notre Dame 
there is a fine groupe of marble figures, as It 
•came from the hands of M. AngeJo ; it was 
defigned for th^ city of Genoa, but the vef- 
fel on which it was embarked from Chita 
Fecchia was taken by a Dutch privateer, 
and carried to Amfteidam, where k was 
Ibid for a trifle, a merchant of Bruges 
bought it, aiKl prefeMcd it to his pariih 
church; they fiiy Lord Walpole, pafling 
through Bruges, was fo ftruck with the 
beauty of the Virgin and the infant Jefus 
on her knee, that he offered thirty thoufand 
florins for it. There are alfo the maufo- 
leums of Jane de Bourgogne and Charles It 
Hardly and they fhew you the habits Jane 
wore three hundred years fince, highly en- 
riched with jewek. . In the churches of St, 
Giles and St. Anne you will find fcveral 
jjiftures which are mafterly perforniances. 
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No ftrcet beggars are allowed to a(k alms 
at Bruges, being otherwife provided for ; 
there are hofpitals for the fick, and a very 
ancient one for pilgrims, in all of which 
there are piftures, or fomething which an 
Amateur would wi(h to fee. 

The Hotel de Commerce was an inn much 
frequented by the Englifh, but the people 
who keep it are rich and infolent, there- 
fore I have ufed the New-inn, kept by an 
Englifh family. When you have fcen what 
this town offers to the notice of a ftrangcr, 
you will be, as I was, glad to quit it, for 
the inhabitants (quite the reverfe of their 
neighbours the French) are all fhut up 
within their houfcs, and a ftranger is apt at 
Bruges to think himfclf in a city juft depo- 
pulated by the plague.

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p. S. Within the territories of Bruges^ 
are the towns of Oftend, Nieuport, Dix- 
mude, and Blankenberg, befides a Humber 
of rich jibbayes^ feveral large Baurgs^ and an 
hundred and twenty villages. I Ihould 
have told you that great tumults were appre- 
hended when the Emperor's edift took 
place, in breaking up fo many convents, but 
on the contrary, it proved as agreeable to 
the people as it did to many of the religious 
tbcmfehes. .

WHY ilxoulcT yon wonder, my dear 
Sir, that I have health, flrength^ 
a;id fpirlts,. thus fo remove from place to 
jjiace, is it not the .proper feafon of life for 
excurfions ?

agriculture, and the arts ; but a fine woman, 
in the eyes of a young traveller is the moft 
captivating objed on earth, and they are 
apt to think all other things, whether ani- 
mate or inanimate, beneath their notice.

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the wfong Jtde of fifty y Nature, which has

Biit thcfe confiderations are trifling, in 
iny opinion, to what I mull now obferve to

to perceive that a long life, and all the joys 
it can offer, are not a fufficient recompencc

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it ; for I believe, that moft men, could they 
have been confulted in femina mafculina^ 
whether they would have accepted life, 
knowing what life was to be, would (if 
it could have been declined with due re(pe£t 
to that Being who alone can give it) 
have declined it * ; I own I fhould,— *- 
not becaufe I am not rich ; not, becaufe I 
have not been great; not, becaufe I have 
been unfortunate (for I think that the naoft 
fortunate part of my life) but becaufe I 
know, that being rich or great, or power- 
ful, are of all others, in general, the moft 
miferable fituations to man. To have no* 
thing to purfue, nor nothing to covet, leaves 
the mind in a ftate of mifery inconceivr 
able I A ftate which the rich and great 
affedlto conceal from thofe over whom they 

play

take him all in all, one of the beft men alfo, became tired 
of life, and courted death ! Neither aiRaence, relpeft, 
nay, homage, equal to that which crowned heads meet 
with, could fuftain him to the end of his intelleSlual days. 
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play the tyrant, becaufe they know they 
are happier than themfelves. 

When Garrick fliowed Dn Johnfon his 
'fine houfe, gardens, ftatues, piftures, &c.; at 
Hampton-Court, what ideas did it avvakea 
in the mind of that good man ! Inftead of 
a flattering compliment which was expe<3:- 
cd — Ah ! Davidj David^ David^ faid the 
Doftor (clapping his hand upon the little 
man's (houlder)thefe are the things, David, 
which make a death bed terrible ; — and when 
a certain great lady in Pall-Mall was many 
months in a way that every body knew flie 
could not recover, the words, deathj or dan- ' 
ger^ were not fuffered to be mentioned be- 
neath her royal roof; they were too terrible 
to meet her ear. 

Deaths or Danger j arje words which create 
ideas in the heads ^nd hearts of kings and 
rich men, horrors which the " whirling 
flowmati^ and men of little condition, like 
fnyfelf^ are flrangers to. 
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^Tiat man oiF fenfe, or woman of virtue, 
is there, who will not be charmed with the 
reply of a young beautiful peafant's wife, 
who lives near Antwerp ? A rich Burgeo/s 
€)f that city offered a young woman two 
hundred florins to become for one year 
%vet nurfe to his only child. The high 
wages at firft ftaggered her imagination, but 
after mature confideration, (he made him 
this more than fenfible reply.

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I could not help making the abovft H-^ 
greffion while the poor girl's reply was fre(h 
in my memory, but to return to the rkh:. 
Who are moftly in a ftate of dying all their 
days, nay, every day of their lives, while 
the poorer fort, having their bread to get 
by the fweat of their brow, or the ftrength 
of their imagination, have only to think 
how they are to live, and how to provide 
for thetr families. The accidental holi- 
day to the fchool boy, or city aj^rentice^ 
are joys which the rich are ftrangers to; 
were. 1 allowed to punifti my greateft ene- 
my, he fliould have honours, riches, power^ 
and, in fliort, mthing to covet ;— what would 
then be the confequeiKc ? People in that 
condition feel it, and know it; they feely 
€vcry minute of their life, the dread of 
death, and they are the moft wretched be* 
iags alive. 

. The rich man in years, therefore, ihouy 
gravel to aioufc his mind, and take off that 

ennui 
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efmui which wears him down more rapidly 
to the grave thrJi even time ; and the poor 
roan, like myfelf, fhould travel, to pick up 
* matter worthy of communicating to others, 
and to fupport the expence of travelling ; 
but that is not all, travelling, and travelling 
upon the Continent (with temperance in 
the train) is, of all others, the oioft con- 
ducive not only to health, but to a long 
life, void of bodily infirmities. The fmooth- 
nefs of our roads in England, the eafe of 
our carriages, the exquifite iprings they 
hang on, and the imperceptible manner 
which a gouty or a nephritic fufferer moves 
from place to place, renders his journey, in 
England heating and injurious to his health, 
but a coarfer carriage for fbme hundred 
miles, on the continental ^^w^ breaks, di- 
vides and pafles concretions formed in the 
kidneys or gall bladder, — embryocs of fuc*.

beft of allexercife which their roads and car- 
riages occafipn : if an hour's jumble over the 
ftreets in London in a hackney coach will 
evade a fit of the ague, as I am aflured it 
often does, what good may not be expelled 
from the exercife which all travellers mu/l 
ufe^ who travel on the paved roads through- 
out almoft all France and Flanders ! There-

9 pamphlet to juftify the maflacre at Paris I What Pro^ 
teftsint therefore can be fore he. may not fettle in the parilh 
of a fenatic Geivcrac? For though the RomiCi clergy, in 
general, are liberal minded, and among them a great num- 
bier bf moft jrefpedable cbaraders are to be found, yet 
ibungers who may happen to dwell where one or two of 9 
contrary difpofition have the lead^ ought to know, that all 
their pariAiioners arms^ handsy and confciencesy are at their 
fervice !

A S a very auk^vard circumftaace whiph 
J^J^ gave me great uneafincfs, has been 
lately cleared up> much to my fatisfaftion, 
^nd as the fame may happen to you, or any 
body clfe among thefe people^ I fhall employ 
this letter to relate it, efpecially as the in- 
clofed (which you muft not look into till 
you have pcrufed mine), will make you 
ample amends for my dull^ but neceflary in- 
trodudiou to it,.

Is not opium and 
laudanum poifon? Yet are they not the 
iheet anchors which phyficians ufe, to hold 
their patients up with ? Why then Ihould a 
gouty patient, who is not afraid of opium, 
fufFer the pains and penalties of the gout, 

when 
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when there is fuch a bleifed medicine before 
him, and fuch an unqueflionable and re^ 
^e£^able proof of its wonderful efficacy ! 

Hemlock and aconite are medicines not 
more poifonous than opium, a poifbn I have 
taken a vaft quantity of, and begdn to do fo 
when I was very young, in order to facilitate

Mr» Crabb, in bis village poem, that I can- 
not forbear tranfcribing them.

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p. S. Hellebore you know was in high 
cftimatiou among the ancients, and was 
oonfidered as a fpecific in cafes of madnefs 
or melancholy ; they had fo high an opinion 
of its medicinal virtues, that when a man 
talked wildly, they faid, naviget ad Antkyram 
(fend him to Antkyra) an ifland where the 
Left hellebore grew; and Juvenal fays, 
mifers fhould have a double dofe of helle- 
bore. But to come nearer the prefent titnes;

Sir, 

TH E letter you have been pleafed to 
honour me with, dated Feb. 6th, 
only came to my hands laft Sunday. It is 
a lingular pleafure to me, to find that the 
relation I gave of my cafe and cure of the 
gout, has been a means of alleviation to any 
other fellpw-fufferer. It is what I did not 
flatter myfelf with, when I gave that rela- 
tion. My very gouty fituation, as I have 
therein defcribed it, was generally known in 
thefe Low Countries by means of an ex^ 
teiilive acquaintance. My recovery frojBi, 

it. 
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It, after it had baffled all the efforts of me- 
dicine, and the degree of health and aftivity 
which have been the confcquence thereof, 
and which I had not enjoyed for twenty 
years before, was fo ftrange a phenomenon, 
that many of my friends never ceafed their 
importunities till I had given the relation 
which you have feen. My delay and re- 
luftance in giving it, did not proceed from 
want of fenfibility for my fellow- fufferers ; 
but from a perfuafion that medicines are 
relative to conftitutions, and that what had 

V 

been fb highly beneficial to me, might 
prove equally detrimental to others, unlefs 
ufed with the greateft precaution* Promt 
this fame motive, and notwithftanding the 
benefit which you have received from the 
ufe of hemlock and wolfsbane, I fhould 
ftill be forry to hear of thefe medicines be- 
ing ufed indifcriminately ; for I am per- 
fuaded, that even many gouty perfbns would 
find pernicious effeds from them, and there- 
by bring them into difrepute with thofe to 

whom 
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whom they might prove beneficial. Sy-p^ 
denham, Miifgrave, Clifton, Wintringham, 
Boerhaave, CuUen, &c. diftinguifh various 
Ipecies of the gout, probably very different 
in their caufes, and in the nature of the 
humours which produce them, though more 
or lefs fimilar in their external appearances 
and efFefts. We can eafily conceive a fuper- 
abundance ev^i oi benignant humours thrown 
off by nature from the vital parts into the 
extremities, and accompanied with fwelling, 
rednefs, and pain : Such a gout is a benefit, 
as it is an alleviation of nature, and pro- 
bably requires no other cure than abftinencc, 
cxerciie, and moderation in all the a£lions 
of life. We may conceive a fpecies of gout 
to proceed from a too great . abundance of 
peccant alcalihe. humours, which, when 
thrown off" into the extremities, by the force 
of nature in the vital parts, there form cal- 
careous concretions, &c. Now I have no 
idea that the ule of hemlock and wolfsbane 
can be of any ufe in either of thefe fpecies

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mC gout ; perhaps it may prove def rimcntak 
The conftant efFtfts which I have found 

« 

during fix years ufe of thefe medicines con- 
fift in their great power of correding and 
neutralifing acidities in the prima t?/W, and 
all acrimony i» the humour^ of the human 
•frame, as alfo-of diffolvingtind' attenuating 
fuch humours when ijifpiffated, and thereby 
removing ohftruftiohs in . tlje joints, &c. 
which they have formed^ The gout I la- 
boured tinder was certainly of the moft 
acrimonious kind, a:nd in this fpecics alone, 
I apprehend hemlock and wolfsbane will be 
, found beneficial. I have entered into this 
detail to prevent, if poffiblc,. the indifcrimi- 
nate ufe of thefe medicines, which I have 
but too much reafon to apprehend the pub- 
licity of my relation, and the novelty of the 
cafe, may bring on ; and it would be no 
fraall fatisfat^ion to me, if this letter could 
be read by every one who has pcrufcd my 
relation. Now, Sir, as to what you defire 
to know concerning the regimen of diet 

which 
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which I followed during the £rfl: years of 
tlie Ufa of the above medicines, it is htjrdly 
pofliblc to enter into any detail. The great 
difference in the manner of drcffing food oh 
the Continent and in England, would ren-. 
der fuch a detail nearly ufelefs. All I can 
fay upon it,, in general terms, is this : every 
perfon of a certain age mufl obferve, that 
ibme kinds of food are eafier of digeftioin 
with him than others; likewifc, that fome 
ipecies are lefs liable to produce acidities 
during digeftion than others. This was. 
my only rule of diet ; I chofe fuch food as 
experience taught me waa moft cafy of di* 
geftion with me^ and leaft liable to produce 
that difagreeable fenfation during digeftion, 
called the heart-burn, and never cat till the 
former digeftion was compleated. Every 
fufferer's experience will render it eafier for 
him to determine l)y this rule when, and 
what he ought to eat and drink, and wh^t 
lie ought to avoid, than perhaps it will be 
to follow it. But health is fuel) a bldCng 

H a to 
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to thofc who have known the want of it, 
as I have done, that I think every fenfual 
pleafure in life ought to 1>e fubordinate to it^ 
You fay, ^ir, that you imagine I continued 
the ufe of the above medicines for a confi* 
derable length of time. Certainly, fince I 
continue them ftill by intervals, and expe£t 
to do fo all the reft of my life. As often as 
I find any acrimony gaining updn my hu-^ 
mours, from any irregularity in diet, 'which 
circumftances will fometimes render Inevit- 
able, er from want of exerclfe, and ufing 
too inteafe application, things I am not al- 
ways mafter of; In fuch cafes, I have con* 
ftant recourfe to hemlock and wolfsbane, 
till the acrimony in the humours is com- 
pleatly fupprefled, and the digeftive facul- 
ties reftorcd to their ufual vigour. By thefe 
eafy means I keep up a regular ftate of good 
health, a free and eafy digeflion, together 
with a degree of corporal and mental afti- 
vity, which, at thirty years of age, I was 
already a ftranger to, I have not had a fit 
vi > of 
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of thie gout fince that in the winter of 
1778 to 1779, mentioned in my relation, 
and I have paffed the prefent long Winter 
without a day's (icknefs, without even a 
catarrh, although the greateft part of the 
inhabitants of Bruxelles have been attacked 
thei'ewith* Thus, Sir, I think I have fully 
anfweted every point of your letter, and 
cfteem myfelf happy to have it in my power 
to be of any fervice to you on fo interefting 
an objedt, as is that of contributing in any 
degree to the alleviation of your pains, and 
of teftifying at the fame time the great re-, 
gard and refpe^ with which I have the

made puklicy as thofe of Spa. 

At this time, however, I 'do not mean to 
analyfc the waters, but fbme of the people 
who affcmblc here, under the pretence of 
drinking them, but who, m fa<9:, come here 
to ivaich the waters of every young man of 
fortune (and particularly young Englifh- 
men) and to ft rip them of it. 

I had 
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1 had heard fo much of the iniquitous 
proceedings of, gamblers and gaming tables, 
both public and private, before I came here^ 
that it not only determined me to vifit it^ 
but to be the firft at the fotmtain-head^ that 
I might examine the fpring from its fource, 
and follow it through all its meanderings, 
a«id Qpake pqffages ; I accordingly found up- 
on my arrival, that my family were the 
firft ftrangers that entered the village this 
feafbn. 



I fay village, for fuch it tlien was, and a 
wretched one too, deftitute almoft of the 
common neceffaries of life ; from this little 
beginning, however, I faw it grow up to a 
very. populous itown, abounding with excel- 
lent provifions, fruit, wine, &c^ and over- 
flowing with people of high r^nlc from all 
the European natix^ns, among whom were 
k Qomte Artois^ Prince NaJfuUj Madame la 
Comtejfe Branica^ fifter to the prefent King 
of Poland^ the Prince Archbifliop and Pri- 
ll 4 mate 
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mate of that kingdom *, and in fliort, Ibmc 
of the firft people of all nations, and as thofe 
who arrive la/l vilit Jir/l^ I had the honour 
of running the gauntlet through the whole ; 
for except Monfieur le Comte D*Artois, and 
Prince Naffau, I believe my family were 

♦ The Primate had formerly been a Captain of Horfe, 
and having read my Year'$, Journey through France and 
part of Spain, from the German tranflation, he did me the 
honour to invite me to return* with him to Warfaw ; it is a 
de^ city, faid he, for a fat hog is two JhiUings^ but you 
need not mind that, for I will give you a field-bed. in my

well-bred people. On my telling Compte Sidioflce, the 
King's Chamberlain, thatrl had a filver medal of his Polifli 
Majefty, ftruck twenty years fince, — ^have you, faid he ?

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Vifited by every perfbn of fafhioii, as tliey 
^rived at Spa, and we had the honour of. 
breakfafting alfo with thofe two very re* 
Ipefkahle perfonages, 



The town of Spa is fituated in a ftopey, 
mountainous country, on the banks of what 
in Summer is a murmuring ftream, but 
which in Winter is ibmetimes a rapid 
x'rv:er ; the air is good^ and the environs, in 
general, are pleafant, though rude and unr 
cultivated, having much the appearance of a 
part of the globe, vyhich has-been broken 
up by earthquakes^ or fome violent convul- 
• fions of Nature ; fo that almoft all the ne- 

> 

ceffaries of life (all the luxuries of it I am 
fure) are brought daily on women's backs 
from Liege, twenty miles diftant ; but as 
thofe female {laves (for no flaves in the 
Weft-Indies are iijch very flaves) dan only, 
fubfift during the fcafon, the village be- 
comes a deferted one for feven or eight 
months in the year, except by a few of 

tho 
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the fixed inhabitants, and thofe whofe only 
home it muft be *. 



You may eafily imagine therefore, that 
a fpot like this, vifited by all the world, and 
where gaming is tolerated, nay, eneouraged 
by the fojl magrjlrate of the principality ^ that 
it is not only the i;:efert of invalids, and 
people of real fafliion, but of counterfeit no-^ 
bility innumerable, and the outcafts, fcum, 
and refufe of bot)i fejjces, from every nation. 
So that, what with the real, and the affhmed 
badges of diftin<9:ion, to he £e«i at Spa^ a 
ftranger would be apt to think all the 
cro^Vn heads in Europe had fcnt their couif 
tiers to drink the Poboun water. 



The addrefs and arjtifices of the laft named 
r^obiliiy is fuch, that no young man I think 
can efcape them, apd there are but few of

any 
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any age who do not^ by fome means pr 
othet, fufFer by having the honour of living 
in fo fmall a retreat, and fo near their bane- 
ful influence. 



Beware therefore of Comptes, Barons^ 
MarquifeSj ^nd Knights^ if they vifit yoUy 
watch their fortie, and return their attention 
when they ^re from hom^, and be fure the 
man is what he ftiles himfelf to be before 
you exchange any thing vvith him but your ' 
hat, for remember it is yoiir head and your 
purfe that he has a defign upon. 

Were I a man of fortune, and fending 
my fbn to make the tour of Euro|ie, I* 
would enjoin him by a moft folemn pro- 
mife, that he -neither viiited Spa, or Aix-la- 
Chapelle; being well convinced, that the 
mofl; expert gambler among us would find 
himfelf a novice at the dice-table after the 
club-diimer at Spa ; a club to which they 
pretend a ftranger rnufl: be ballotted jor^ be- 

. fore 
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Ibre he can be admitted, and indeed that is 
true, but the balls are to exclude Juch men 
enly who they think have perception enough 
to fee through their iniquitous proceedings, 
and virtue or fpirit enough to expofe him- 
felf to their refentments, by analyfing their 
manosuvres^ 

But what makes this club ftill more dan- 
gerous is, that every year fome men of 
iionour, and others of good charafter, be- 
come members ; fome who know what fort 
of men they jnix with, and others, who love 
a good dinner and good wine (for both arc 
excellent at that table) but who think it is 
every man^s buiinefs to look after his own 
fafety, and who will not hazard either their 
purfes at play, or their perfons in the field, 
by difclofing the fecrets of the bulk of fo 

dangerous a fbciety.

I faw from a windew oppofite this club- 
rcom, a genteel elegant young man, of a 

refpe£lable 
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refpcftable family, enter that infernal place, 

arm jh arm with a fellow ormamented 

with a badge of diftindion, but which 

ought to have been a rope about his neck. 

Seeing the innocent vidim, with all that 

gaiety de c<eur which youth, health, and 

jnoney in his pocket could infpire, I began 

to tremble for his fate ; and I faw him leave 

that fetal room five hours after, in the ut- 

moft perturbation of mind ; and on enquiry, 

I found that he went into the houfe with 

large credit, but came out of it unable to 

^ifcharge the little debts contracted at his^ 

hotel! This is not a traveller's tale, but 

ft'ri<3:ly true; and many others not lefs 

grievous have happened this year, and do 

every year at Spa. 

A majority at thofe tables arc adventurers, 
and though they feem to play high, and 
fwear, and fret at their itl liick^ the truth 
is, they are co-partner^s in plundering tHe' 
novices, fo that even when dilputes arife, 

which 
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which are very frequent, the deci{ion of 
them is left to the viajorlty of the houfe. 

ft 

I faw at Spa but one Eiiglifliman of 
faftiion durhig my ftay there, who did not 
fufFer either at the club, or at the public 
Faro Tables ; and I am lorry to obferve, 
that nioft of the money loft there is loft by 
JEngliftimen : But I find I have been fo 
eager to introduce you to xht black members 
of the jSpa club, that I began at the wrong 
end of the tows, and had like to have forgot 
to mention the firft impudent Ipecimen of 
impofition a ftranger meets with on his arrival 
at Spa, and that too before he fets his foot 
on the healing Jpot : For I (hould have firft 
informed you, that ypur chaife will be flop- 
ped at the "towtfs end, by an impudent Jcw^- 
looking fellow, who defires the honour to 
announce your arrival : A ftranger of courfe, 
not underftanding what is meant;, afks for 
• an. explanation, he is then told, that it is 
what every body does, and every body of 

courfe 
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courfc confents to do, as he fays every body 
does ; but let me tell you, it is what nobody 
ihould do. It is to announce your arrival, 
by printing your name on cards, and fending 
them round the town ; a town where an 
Englifli gentleman cartnot be three hours, 
without its being known who and what he 
is ; and therefore the printed cards Ihould 
only be to announce, the arrival of that ^r/ 
of gentry who are gentlemen only at Spa i for 
when you leave it, this fellow firft charges 
you a crown for your arrival cards, a crown 
more for your vifiting cards, and a third for 
your cong^ cards ; you, and all your family 
a crown each ! Which arifes in the year to 
fuch . an immenfe fum of mpney, that the 
Prince Bifhop of Liege, for good reafonsy 
has given this fellow a pompous ^^/^;^/, arid 
excluftve privilege^ of printing vifiting and 
arrival cards I 



What muft we think of a country where 
an exclufive privilege is given under the great 

feal 
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fealofthe Sovereign Prince, for printing on 
^ card, 

Monfieur un Tel a la tete du Prince de Liege ? 
Monfieur un Tel en Perfanne ? 
Monfieur un Tel P. P. Cong^ ? 

And that a bold afluming ignorant block- 
head, Ihould, by this bufinefs only, put in 
the courfe of a feafon, five or fix thoufand 
crowns into his own, or fome greater man^s 
pockety for no reafonable purpofe whatever. 
That is the firft ftriking feature of Spa, and 
in general, the whole face, and perfonage 
correfponds with it. 

In my next I will give you fome account 
of the different fountains, the manner of 
drinking the waters here, and the manner 
in which it \sfent you for drinking it in Eng- 
land.

Spa. 

AS you are a Spa water d^riiikcr^ and 
drink.it at the dlftance of three huR* 
dred miles from its fource, I muft inform; 
you with the manner if is in general bottledi 
for exportation, and in what manner it 
ougbx to he bottled^ for the general good of 
thofe who dnnk it as you dew 

The Poheun fpring (and-lt b from that 
fountain only the' Spa water for exportation 
is bottled) flands in the center of the village,, 
round which there is a kind of i^age,, whferc 
the flalks are ranged for filling, to the 
amount of a. great many grofs at a time, and 
ias they are all filled^ and left many hours 
expoled to the fun, the rain, the wind, and . 
the duft, withput being corked, you may

reafonably Cbflclude, that much of the vola^ 

tile Ipirit, fixed air, or whtitever It may be 

which imparts healing powers to it, muft be 

greatly diminiflicd, by that flovenly, I was

If therefore you love pure Spa wafer^ as 
well as F^rench wine^ I would advife you to

write to Monfieur Van Aken^ or Nfonfieur 
JehiHi who zto the two Spa apothecaries^ 
and whole ihops are (ituated clofe to the 
fountain head, as both thole, gentlemen 
afllire me they will eatife the flalks to be 
filled uni^r watery aind corked the inftanf 
they afe brought above it, aind this they will 
do upon o^th if it be required ; and then I 
dm apt to believe, you toay expert as much 
benefit frbm^ the ufe of ihem as if they were 
taken on the ipot^ 

I am tpi4 that the etpohatioh 6f vi^a^et

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bottles annually ; and that the beft time to 
bottle it is, when the wind is northerly, 
and the weather dry, in the months of , 
September and October, and in March and 
May-"" 

• The ffafks which are ma:de at, and brought 
kither from Liege, coft aboirt two-pence 
each, and each ffjllk when filled for exporta- 
tion, is taxed oiic penny by the Prince Bifliop 
. of Liege, for the benefit of the poor ; allowing 
thf n a penny for bottling, corking and war- 
ing, two-pence for land carriage, a penny 
for pafling the fea, and the duty on glafs at 
our cuftom-houfe^ I fuppofe it might be 
conveyed from Spa to London, at about 
fifteen pence a flalk, when bottled accord- 
ing to this method, for Jthofe bottles which 
are fent over in fuch large quantities to the 
mineral-water warehoufes, are bottled and 
corked as defcribed above, and confequently 
good for little. - .

veniere^ and the ^onnekt^ fbipewhat nearer ; 
and all thpfe waters are ufed by thofe who 
are within the reach of them. I cannot

IN my laft I informed you how to drink

and to return to town in good time to purfue

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their various occupations, but as every Sun- . 
ilay is a day of mirth in all catholic coun- 
tries, the Sunday mornii^g dance is gene- 
rally mo/i briWant^ 

The ride /^ thofe fountains is extremely 
pjcafing and romantic, but the ride back 
agairiy being down hill and ftoney, is not 
very fafe, and for that reafon it is, that moft 
gentlemen, and ladies too, ride horles of the 
country ; yet the horfes of the country are 
not fo infallible as the Pope, for you con- 
tinually meet v^rith little ftone crofles on the 
road fide, calling upon you to pray for the 
foul of Grabriel ^ohtiy who was killed on 
that fpot by a fall from his horfe, 

'After fuch a ride, if your neck is not 
disjointed, you will find your breakfaft a 
fociable meial, for every body who wiflies 
to fee the worlds eats that meal at Vauxhall,^ 
a noble, indeed, a magnificent building, 
ercfted by the natives of Spa and Liege, to 

fill 
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£11 the bellies, and empty the purfes of mea 
of all nations, but mod particularly the mea 
of yours and mine ; and therefore I Ihall 
dwell a' little on this laft article. 



Know then, my dear Sir, that after break- 
fail is over, two faro tables are opened, on 
ope of which is fpread a large quantity of 
gold and filver, on the other, gold anly^ all 
laid in fb lofe and ieemingly carelefs man^ 
iner, that it induces mod gazers on to think 
fbme of it may be eafily obtained. At 
thefe tables you will fee a dealer ^ a Jhuffler^ 
and in fhort, three or four well-drefled-^men 
befide, to diftribute the cards, and pay and 
receive the winnings and loJings\ thefe bril- . 
liant fringed gentry, as I am informed, ' 
have two hundred pounds a year each, from 
the enormous profits which fuch a bubble 
game cannot fail to produce ; iitdeed I have 
been affured^ the profit is not lef$ chaa 
twenty, or five and twenty thoufand pound* 
a year to Jomehody at Liegi. I will not 

trouble 
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trouble you with a particular analylation of 
the game at faro ; but I will anure you^ that 
he who keeps fuch a bank might venture 
to make the following condition with his 
players : i will, for inftance, hold the bank, 
and put a thoufand guineas on the table, 
you Ihall do tlie fame, to play againft, if, 
and punt five, ten, or twenty guineas on a 
card, and if you fliould be^ iucky to win my 
thoufand pounds, you ihall keep them, but 
if I win yx)urs, 1 will return you five hun- 
dred ; yet bubble, and thrice bubble, as this 
game is, both tables are fbon crowded with 
all degrees of people, among whom are al- 
ways a great number of iiack^ and wMte 
i€gs too* The filver table, however, is filled 
firft, and (bmetimes the gold one is not in . 
motion^ till ibme ikcoy ducks have fet it 
d^oing^ who foon (lip away after they have 
colleSed the novices. 

Thefe tables continue to play till the 
bank-holders perceive the temper of many of 

their 
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their gudgeons to be a little difordered, they 
then fhut up that boards and inftaritly open 
another, called Rouge and Noir^ or TrentS 
^arrantey both equally as much againft the 
player as the faro table, but the unfortu- 
nate and deluded fufFerers, cannot rcfift at- 
tempting to try their luck 'once more^ and, ge- 
nerally fpeakhig, go home without a (hil- 
ling in their pockets ; but the laft and fad 
fctneof.all is, at three o'clock, when the 
ladies are gone, and the hazard table is 

brought forth : yet it fometimes happens, 

* 

for cards-you know may beat their makers, . 
that fome fpirited man breaks the bank, 
w^hich, in the end, however, enriches it th^ 
more. A fingular inftance of which I will 
relate : Some years fince, a ftranger, of plain 
but decent appearance, took his feat at the 
faro. table at Aix-la-Chapelle; the bank was 
at that time rich, and th« ftranger, after 
having loft fome money, threw down his 
pocket-book full of notes to a high amount, 
and declared he was at the whole bank ! 

The 
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The ftranger won, the banker trembled, and 
the company ftared at the cool difpaflionatc 
manner in which the flranger received his 
good fortune, who ordered a perfon who 
flood near him to take the money, and re- 
tired ; but not before a poor reduced half- 
pay Captain, who had been looking on, ex- 
clainicd aloud, *' Good God ! if I had won 
but a twentieth part of that fum, what a 

happy man it would have made me !" • 

Would it, faid the ftranger ? then thou fhalt; 
be happy : and in a fhort time a fervant 
was fent, who put into the officer's hands 
a purfe, containing the twentieth part of the 
money won ! A few days afterwards, it was' 
known that the Kmg of Pruffia had been 
in cog. at Aix-la-Chapelle, and that he was 
the ftranger, the gambler ^ and the generous 
donor. Bat to return to the fame game at 
Spa, where the tables are inftantly fur- 
rounded by a great number of the moft 
dexterous (harpers of all nations; between 
whom, though thinly mixed, are always 

' K fome 
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feme men of fafliion, honour, and fortune^ 
wko love play, but who do not know witb^ 
whom they play, till they have paid dear 
for their information ;. they fee themfclves 
in company with well-drefled men,, with 
men who are called' Comtes^ Barons ^ &c^ 
but moft of whom are in truth. Barbers^ 
Hfooth-drawers and Pickpqckeis* lii the pre- 
fent fet of gamblers now here,, aa* Italian^, 
dentift \& a very di/iinguf/bed^ performer. I 
do not know that he cheats, but he throws^ 
for more in an hour than, he can eai^ bjt 
tootb^-cleaning in a year.. 

1 have befoF^ told you, that the etiquetter 
abroad is, for the loft comer to make the^ 
J^rji vifit, and as I was the very firft ftrangcr 
at Spa this feafbn, I had a multitude of vifits- 
to return ; among that number was a young 
man, whofe printed card left at ttij I^^^g* 
ings announced, Comte Duvet^ en perfinne^ 
I returned the Comte^s vifit, a young lively 
handfbme man^ who fpoke (as he infQnned 
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me) eleven languages, had been m the- 
Ruffian fervice five years, had made the 
tour of England, nay, the tour of all the 
world, and was juft then arrived from Spain, 
having ferved under Prince Nalfau, on 
Ixoard th^ floating batteries. 

leouldnot help expreffing my furprize, 
to fee a man whofe appearance marked him 
to be under twenty- four years of age, who 
had (een and learnt fo much In fo fhort a 
time, but the Cpmte affured me, that he was 
thirty-two that very day ; I did nol! tell him 
that he was-o«/ in his reckonings but from 
that minute I determined never to pay it. If 
he alked me ; which he loon perceived, for 
he alked every body elfe, and loon got a 
hew coat, and Ihoes and ftockings, for he 
had only> boots when he arrived: he then 
put a white cockade in his hat,* a bit of

tongue'! he did however fpeak French, a 
little Englifli, German, and Italian ; and I 
fufpeft that he is a Dane. I have been par- 
. ticular in my relation oi this young nohlemany 
becaufe Spa, and Aix-la-Chapelle abound 
with fuch mufhroom nobility, and it is ne-

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ceffary fuch clrcumftances (hould bfe well 
kpown, that the poifonous efFefts may be 
avoided. 



In my next, I fhall give you fome ac* 
count of 'Prince Jtiflinlan ; and when you 
have had his hiftory, you will be able to 
form a tolerable idea of whai^ and whom 
yQU may expeft to meet with at Spa ; but 
I will not clofe my letter till I have told 
you, that ycfterday I and my family had 
the honour of an invitation from Comte 
Trotfendorf *, to breakfaft with him at 
Yauxball, where he gave a moft magnificent 
Tifas to Cpmtc d'ArtoIs and his fuite,; there 
w^re about one hundred peribns who were 
invited, and who fat down at the table, but 
tlie rooms being open to every body, the 
Cfowd and the heat made it very unpleafaiit. 
And>now let me remove a prejudice, which

His Highnefs, though a very devout 
Chriftian, condefcended to play at cards

All his mornings, however, were better em- 
ployed ; for after break faft, the curtains \vere 
let down, ind the Prince^ with all his 
Royal houfhold, fpent moft part thereof in 
sprayer.

NOtwlthftanding what is fald, and what 
I have (aid, in the Valetudinarians 
Bath Gulde^ 1 am Inclined to think th^re is 
vury little difference either irt the heat, or 
mineral impregnations, between the hot 
i^aters of this city and thofe of Bath,' in 
Somerfctfhire ; it is certain, however^ that 
the aq;iedu(3:s, and channel3, through which 
the mineral waters of Aix pafs, arc ftrongly 
charged wlrfi fulphur, a fine piece of which, 
nearly as large as an egg, I have before me ; 
but whether the water h^ or can be impreg- 
nated therewith, is flill a matter not eafily 
determined, it may be, that the^ fubter* 
nineous fermentations of the minerals, or 
vegetables, are more prone to produce ful- 
phur here than at Bath, but does that prove 
that the water ii(t\i is fiif^hurated f 

The 
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. The Summer heats here are much greatci: 
than In England,' not owing perhaps to the 
fun's fuperior heat, but* the degree of heat 
yvhich is in the bowels of the earth, or be- 
neath the firft furface ; for Sir Ifaac Newton, 
you know, is clearly of opinion, that the 
€arth is much more heated by the fermenta- 
tion of mineral bodies between the upper erufl 
than by the fun on its furface j and therefore 
the fair Amplfes of Culphuri, which are found 
where thefe. hot waters pafs, go no further 
to prove, tha[t fulphur is actually dlffolved 
therein, thaa:the burning of the Bath fand, 
on a red-hot pipker, proves thpfe waters to 
be ful phu rated ; becaufe fand burns blue, 

r 

and fmtells fulphurous; that both the qne 
arid the other, are very powerful medi- 
cines, which do much good, or much harm, 
is the only truth, perhaps, vt hlch rnan can 
afcertain ; and if I was convinced that fuch 
hot mineral waters were neceflary for my 
health, I would take thofc which were* 
nxoft convenient, or moft agreeable to me, 

and 
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and confequ^ntly, Bath wotild carry it ; tot 
exclufive of the waters, Aix has little to re^ 
commend it; the country round about it 
is, indeed, very fine, but the town is dirty> 
ill built, and bears throughout a melancholy 
afpe<a» 

It was hot, however, to analyfe the wa-^ 
ters I came hither, but to recognize, if I 
could, a man who iias^ lived hefe fisiteert 
years, under a borrowed name^ and who H 
carrying on a profecution againft a gentlcM 
man I had known in England^ for corre6^^ 
ing an error on the'the fnarltng-jlaie at thd 
billiard tabfe, where he was put down uhdeif 

the name of Dr. W s, but which Mr* 

0*H — a, with a wet finger put out, and fub* 
ftituted in its ftea^, that of St — ^n« % but thi? 
being done while the doftor'd back was 
turned, the bye-ftanders could ilot help rc^ 
marking, what an ekdlric-Ukt Jhock\t pavi^ 
him, when he examined how ih6 gamejho^t^ 
for moft of them thought he^ looked ae *f 
the game was up^ 
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Had my acquaintance ftopped there, all 
might have been well, but he fa openly, 
and publicly announced him to be an im-» 
poftor, that the doftor commenced an ac- 
tion againft him for defamation. An aSion 
of this kind, between two ftrangers, was 
quite an harveft to the gentlemen of the long 
robe ; and the doftor, who had lived Imig 
at Aix, and /ported a gilt chariot y was not 
without fome friends ; whereas Mr. O'Hara, 
my acquaintance, was an utter ftranger.

IF it be your defire of making a tour into 
the Auftrian Netherlands, to fee w.hat 
is to be leen in the towns and cities you pafs 
throtlghy Or to enjoy the beauties which a 
fine oduntry on all fides offer to your eyes, 
5rDu will not be di(appointed ; but if your 
plan be, as mipa was, to Ipend the remsun* 
der of your days in Flanders, France, or 
Germany^ you will be apt to do, as 1 intend 
to do, return convinced, th^t nopart of the 
Continent can long continue agreeable to an 
Eoglifhman, who has been accuftomed to 
live even with that decency, which the 
Engliih of middling fortunes live in their 
own country* For this reaibn it is, that 
the Engliih nation alone are the leaft fatis-> 
fied with the fare they meet with abroad.

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The neatoefs of our houfes, the cleanlinefs 
of our butchers, bakers, &c. render the 
houfes, (hops, and manufadurers of what 
*we eat and drink on the Continent, highly 
diiguftfuL The (ervants and boys of the 
bakers, in the Low Countries, and in France, 
are the dirtied, miferable looking people la 
each, no part of their perfbns being clean, 
but ihehr legs and feet^ for they are always 
n)j/ihte^ and with which I have good reafbn 
to believe much of the common bread is 
kneaded ; and though the tables of all orders 
of people are covered with a variety of 
diffaes, .which may catch the eye, or pro- 
voke the appetite, an £ngli(hman whofe 
ilomach is not depraved, will foon wiih to 
fee a plain wholeibme 4ilh or two of meat 
a la mode dAngUterre fet b^fi^re him. This 
you know has been my fifth journey to the 
Continent, on each of which I found the 
neceflaries of life exceedingly advanced, and

N a matter 
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a matter of feme confequcnce, I cannot re- 
commend either France, Flanders, or Ger- 
many, on the fcore of cieconomy, as places 
of reiidence for Eiigliih families, cipecially 
Proteftants; for thoi^h the Emperor has 
wifely opened his territories to men of all 
nations,, thofe who differ in the religion of 

the naitives, are perhaps more difliked thdn

in France, where they are not tolerated. 
Let 'it be remembered, however, that I 
fpeak'only of the lower order of the clergy 
and people, for amortg the fnperior orders 
of both, found philofophy and good fenfe 
are not wanting, and where that is to be

endeavoured to pufli them down, when if 
they had, they would in.all probability have 
bjEjen loon trampled to death. The alarmed 
ftrangers hurried towar^ls the door^ the con- 
gregation preffed bard after them, and it 
was with difficulty they reached the nearell 
(hop, where they were kindly received ; the 
people, however, who followed them from 
the church, furrounded their alylum the 
ftreet p?iffengprs flopped to enquire the caufe, 
and among them, fortunately, two military 
officers, both Catholics, who knew the ftran- 
gers, got admittance, and after learning the 
caufe of the tumult, endeavoured to convince 

N %^ • the 
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the enraged multitude that no ofFence was 
intended, and that all they had done arofe 
from the mere curiofity of their being 
ftrangers in the country, and to the cere- 
monies of the church ; yet to fuch a degree 
of violence were the people wrought, 
thinking their caufe the Caufe of God, that 
a guard of foldiers only could protedl them 
from violence, and convey them fafe to 
their lodginjgs. I have mentioned this, not . 
with a view of reflefting on the Catholic 
religion, but as a caution to thofe whom 
curiofity may lead into the fame, or more 
flagrant errors, for the Church of Rome is 
no more cenfurable from this untoward cir- 
cumftance than it is for the rifing of a 
niob, or the burning of Newgate, in Lon- 
don. When I go into Catholic churches, 
and I often do, to partake of their heavenly 
mufic, I have no objeftion to join with 
them in looking up towards the fame God 
they worfliip, and in the fame manner they ^ 
do. The Mahometan priefts call from the 

towers 
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towers of each mofcjue at Conftantinople, 
when the fun is fetting, to thank God that, 
the day has been w^l fp^nt j and who js 
there who has npt mif-fpejit it, but will be 
apt to join in the chorus, and fay as they do^ 
O God ! O God ! there is but one God., 
He will not indeed fay with them, that 
Mula Mahomet is a prophet ; but if amelli^ 
liupus voice, calling upon God from on 
high^ and from a terpple dedicated to his 
worihip, does not make fome impreiSon ou 
all men who h^ar it, I fhovld have no very 
high opinion of their he^ds or their hearts. 
If therefpre, to join in adpring Qop when 
high mafs is performing, under a noble 
band of vocal and inftrumental mufic, be 
finful in a Proteftant, fet me down, if you 
pleafe^ ^s your finfuj, yet faithful humb|e 
fervant. Some years fince, J followed the 
Jate King of France into the chapel at 
Verfailles, when high mafs was to be per-* 
formed, under a chpfen band of vocal and 
inftrymemtal mufic, and though I had been

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prepared to cxpcdl much, I did not expe6l: 
to be Heaven-struck as I was, when the 
King entered.

I AM now turning my face towards a 
country which muft be dear to every 
native, and dearer too, in proportion as they 
have experienced the bleflings and comforts 
it affords above all others; whether wo 
confider it from the face of Nature, its li- 
berty, its religion, its laws, climate, or 
its fituation : I (hall return to it too with 
the more fatisfadion, «as that unfortunate 
civil war, which has fo deeply wounded the 

■ 

heart of every feeling Englilhman, is now at 
aa cod : it is no matter what fort of a peace 
it is wp hjive jpade ; any peace zixtifucb 
ifoar muft l)e deemed a good one^- — While 
the Habeas Coiipus Aft was fulpended, 
it did not feem tp ipe to he my country ; for 
though I bad done npthing to be afliamed 
ofi I had epdeavour^d to expofe thof^ who 

bad J 
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had ; and as they had the power of confider- 
ing how they (hould exercife itj I endeavoured 
to confidei" myfelf a citizen of the world, 
for I cannot fay I love my country from the 
favours it has Jo repeatedly bejlowed upon me : 
I have not gratitude enough for (hat ; but 
yet I love it ; as a man doats on a falfe 
miftrcfs becaufe fhe looks lovely, though 
he knows fhe has often jilted him, The 
love of one's native country is, I belieye, fo 
implanted in man, that neither time, uof 
treachery can fuperfede it ; and I find that 
all the Irifli gentlemen, who have been 
thirty, forty, and even fifty years, in the 
fervice of France and Flanders, thirfl: ifor the 
recovery of their parent earth, even to take 
their /a/i departure from. It may be ac-» 
counted for in Proteftants, becaufe they^rc 
neither allowed Chriftian burial, nor to lay 
quietly in the hole allotted them. A recent 
proof of which I will give you, 9s it hap- 
pened lately : General Lloyd, who died at 
his houfe at Huy^ five miles from Liege, 

was 
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was buried in a field near it, b.u| his body 
was dug up a few days after, and lay ex- 
pofed there to the human, as well as the 
brute beafts, till it was devoured by the 
latter; nor did the Chrtftian Bi/ljop, who h 
fo polite to all Britijh. travellers on thetr way 
ioSpdy take any notice of the infult offered 
to the remains of a man when dead, whom 
he careffed exceedingly when living ! This 
proves that a living 4og is better than a dead 
lion. The General had a Britifli penfion of 
four hundred pounds a year, (I know not 
for what, for he never ferved his own coun- 
try) and Lord N. gave him four hundred 
pounds, not to publifli a little pamphlet he had

thifhcr. Some lurking paflion yet unfa- 
tiatedy fbme idle hope yet unextinguifhed, 
fome natural weaknefs yet unremoved^ 
keeps us halting between the engagements 
or pleafures of life, and the leifure of retire- 
ment, till it is very often too late to make 
any profitable ufe of it. It is not, indeed,

Such a retirement aS his. Was not the retire* 
ment of a gloomy Carthufian, ' equally ufe- 
lefs to himfelf and to mankind^ but that re- 
treat from public fbclety, which affords the 
means of employing our faculties in an un- 
difturbed purfuit of wifdom, and a due pre- 
paration for that end which cannot be very 
remote* In retirement, we may regulate or 
improve our minds, and it may be in form- 
ing inftrudion for pofterity. In fhort, it is

cure us from its contagion, but not fo re- 
mote as to cut us off from doing good, 
which fliould be the grand objefl:, for it is 
the real end of life.

It is 
aftonifliing to me, that you and our coun- 
trymen deal only, or in general, with the 
French and Portuguefe for wine, as it is 
paft all doubt, that the wities of Germany 
and Hungary, infinitely fuperior, are to be 
had more genuine, and at a lefs price. The 
wines made from the hills adjacent to the 
Rhinels, perhaps, of all fermented liquors, 
th^ beft ; Hock, you know, takes its name 
from the village called Hockleim. When this 
wine, or Rhenifli, is procured genuine, in 
my opinion, it is fuperipr to all others, but 
then it muft be bought in large quantities; 
eight aumes^ I believe, is the leaft quantity 
fold on the fpot, t«j.t It improves both in 
flfength and flavour, in proportion to a cer- 
tain age. For it is a great miftake to ima- 
gine that wine cannot be too old. There is 
a time when wine, as well as men, arrive at 
maturity; after which, wines, as well as 
men, lofe fome part of their original vigour ; 

for 
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for though they give you wines to tafte of 
an hundred years or more, it muft be ob- 
ferved, that as they fell great quantities 
every year from their large refervoir tons, 
fo they as conflantly fill them up annually 
with new wines. " If, therefore, you fend 
to Frankfort for the beft Rhenirti wine, 
not for Hock, in a few years you will have 
Hock in your cellar at half price. It is in- 
conceivable what a variety of excellent wines 
this country and Hungary produce, the lat- 
ter very little known ; all of which are fu- 
perior to French, or Spanifli wines, except, 
perhaps. Burgundy and Champagne of the 
iirft growth in good years ; fur who can 
dpubt hut that Hungarian wines muft be 
excellent, when it is confidered thait Tokay 
is the produce of 9 high mountain in that 
kingdom, and that what we fometimes tafte 
^t the firft tables, is not of the firft growth, 
for ^// that is fent to the Emperor. The 
wine of St. George ^ujbruch is alfo a moft' 
dfilicipus wine, and very littk inferior to

the fecond cjafs of Tokay, This wine i^ 
made in the fame manner as the Italians 
make that called Lachryrme Chrifti. But our 
Englifh wine- merchants having their own 
factors fettled at the ports of France, Spain, 
and Pprtvigal, they feemed determined that 
their countrymen ihould drink according tq 
their intere^", rather than their own gout. — 
Jt is a great miftake to imagine that the 
wines in Gfermany are apt to create the gout j 
they may, if is trye, be unfit for thofe who 
have the goyt, or the feeds of that difbrder 
in their conftitution ; but in found bodies* 
it is more likely to prevent than to promote 
a gouty habit. Jn Champagne, where the 
wine of the country is conftantly drunk, 
there are few or no gouty people : and real 
Champagne is a very wholefome wine,—

Mr. Douglas fays there is no country in the 
world, which produces fuch a variety of ex*

IF you fhould meet \n this country, as 
moft probably, you Will, a little per^ 
Jew-looking fellow, with a nofe and z finger 
ioo^ fomething like old Cervetto*s,.take care 
of him ;-r— I mean, take care to avoid him : 
Avoid his houfe, avoid his wife, and avoi^ 
all the mean wretches^ who countenance fa 
contemptible a fellow. To cautioq you, 
and the unwary p^t of my countrymen, 
to avoid the fnares of the mep in this, is 
a principal part of my prefent undertaking : 
I ihall, therefore, relate a curious artempt, 
made at my purfe, perhaps too at my per- 
, fon, by the Nofey of the Pais-Bas : he ob- 
ferved, that as I was a hpufe-keeper, and 
within the firft year of my refidenie, I 
might, by au edi^t pf the Emperor's, have 

within 
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within that year, ^11 mapner of houfehold 
furniture come to me from England or 
France, duty-free ; and therefore he defired 
I would give him permiffion to addrefs a 
table-clock, he had bought at Paris, for 
his own ufe, to me at Bruflels. I accord^- 
ingly confented, and the clock, with fome 
Qther things, got to his houfe, under the 
fanftion of mine. Mr. Nofeyy however, 
foon after iqformed me, that as I might 
have occafion for other goods from Englaod, 
he had otAextdi fourteen or fifteen parcels tp 
be infcrted in the permit, inftead of two or 
three, with a view, he faid, to fave me 
the trouble of a fecond application to the 
Guftom-houfe; a circumftance I did nqt 
much approve, but as I did not intend to 
make ufe of it, I let it pafs, thqugh not 
unnoticed.

I HAVE your letter upon my tabl^^ 
wherein you tell me, that, from the 
reiterated entreaties of the younger part of 
your fomily, you are actually in the con- 
templation of a deiign to pafs.a Winter upon 
the Continent ; and, at the fame time, de- 
fire me to give you my opinion as to the 
eligibility of Bru^els for your place of refi- 
dencet 



I (hall not enter into the trifling minutiae 
of comparative expence between London 
and this place ; your fortune has raited you 
above the mifery of fuch an enquiry ; nor 
ihall I fill four pages with an account of 
amufements that are not worth four lines* 
To yourfelf thcfc things arc nothing j as for 

the 
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the reA df yoiir family, novelty would make 
them every things But to my purpofe. 

* 

Bruffeis is a large handforae toWii, and the 
tipper part of it poffeffes fome magnificent 
features ; the public walks are elegant^ the 
ramparts are extremely plcafant, and thd 
environs exhibit a varied fcene of fplendid 
cultivation. 1 need not tell youj that it is 
the refiderrcc of the Governors-General of 
ti^ Aufifian Netherlands^ who maintain a 
court in eafe and elegance ; and to which 
the King of Great Britain^ though without 
any the lead: apparent neceffity, fends a refi- 
dcntial reprefentative. There is a French 
comedy throughout the year, with ridottos, 
cpncerts, &c. throughout the Winter* The 
poft comes from England as regularly twice 
a- week as winds and waves will permit ; and 
I have very frequently received letters from 
London very early on the fourth day. Thcfe 
advantages naturally induce many of cmr 
countrymen, vidxom the impulfc of curiofity, 

domeftic 
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dotmeftic imprudence, or the frowns of for- 
tune, have urged from their native fhore,; 
to refide in this city ; and I do affure you, 
that for an Englifti family, this circunni- 
ftance alone is the ultimate and infurmount- 
d>le grievance of a Bruffeh rejidence. 

I ihall not anticipate your feelings on this 
aflertion, but relate the fads as they are, 
and the difagreeable circumftances which 
will befall every one who remains for any 
time in this place, and enters into a fbcial 
intercourfe with the Britifli part of it* 

The Engliih here confift of the following 
claffes ; with a few exceptions only : 

1 . Ruined or deranged nobility. 

2. Ditto - - gentry* 

3. Perfons of fmall fortiuies. 

4* Ditto, who having but little fortune to 
give their children, are refolved to give them 
a good education; which they believe to 
confift of French, dancing, a tindlure. of 

foreign 
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foreign manners j all which may be obtainedf 
upon ^nuch more moderate terms than in 
England. 

5. Young men on travelling o^curfions* 
' 6. The unfortutAte and the indigent. 

7. Now and then a family of good fortune 
venture upon a Winter here ; but I never 
heard of one who did not quit the place with 
more than common diflatisfadlion. 



Indeed I know one inftance of a London 
bankrupt, of infamous charafter, who has 
contrived tofet up a fort of trade here, and 
by giving credit to one or two needy Eng- 
Jiih families of rank, and keeping a conve* 
nient houfe, has ere6led himfelf into confe- 
quence, and finds admittance where honeft 
men and gentlemen are received with cool- 
nefs. Vide Nosi. 



Such are the charafters that compofe th* 
little Britifli colony of this place. It might 

indeed be fuppofed that one caufe, operating 

« • 
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in a greater or Icfs. degree upon them all, 
would annihilate th6 nonfenfe of empty dif- 
tindtidnj aflinlilate then! to each other by 
one common tie, induce them to live as it 
were under the fame roof, and to form one 
general, friendly, and uninterrupted fociety* 
Such a Ipciety might be arranged without 
difficulty, in which not only the comforts, 
but fofne of the elegant pleafures, might 
be eiijoyed at a fmall expence. But 
truth prefents a vefy different pifture ; and 
it is my duty to copy the original as it exifts, 
and not to give you fuch a oae as my heart 
might wlfh to fee in its place. 

The nobleman whom ruin has grafted 
upon the Continent; ftill pl^ys with the 
baubles of birth and title, and does not for« 
get the diflant bow and "uninviting fmile of 
^ore profperous days ; while the inan of 
inferior rank, but of independent fpirit,

whofe fortune may not be fo large, but 
jvhofe debts are muchlefs, returns the fuper^ 
* Q^ cilious 
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cilioiis civility, and openly condemns th<f 
fdrvile Infolcnce that offends him. — Others, 
while they flatter fuperior rank, and arc, in 
reality, proud of its notice, think that they 
redeem their meannefs, by telling what they 
lee, or obferving upon what they hear at 
their great vifits, and aid the general difap- 
probation, by adding a few gentle whi(per9 
to the tale of calumny. In (hort, in this 
little cohort o^ ruined or oeconomical nobi- 
lity, gentry, &c. &c. theie is a continual 
exhibition of folly, to fay no worfe, to whick 
my long experience of the world was wholly 
a ftranger ; the figures are here more dif- 
tinft, and therefore feen with greater per- 
ipicuity. In a croud you have but an im-- 
perfeft view of any individual who may 
compofe a part of it; but here as the ipacc 
15 not filfed, you fee' every figure at full 
letigth,' and may examine all its proportions 
with'eafe, and at your leifure.

You win riaturally perceive, that, ac* 
cording to dilTercnt cxrcumftances and fitua^

Without the natural importance of per- 
fonal character in a foreign Minifter, his 
nation is in the higheft degree difgraced.

It may appear fingular, perhaps, that I 
^ouid fuppofe fuch an ^bfurdity as the ap-^ 
ppintmgnt of a perfon to the charge of a 
foreign Minifter, to whom the French tongue^ 
at leaft, is not faniiliar ; but I really could 
parae a Britj/b Plenipe^ who, though he" has 
a French m^jfter in conflant attendance, is not 
qualified to hold a copimpp cpnyerfation, 
without a moft diftrefling perplexity, in that 
pecefiTaryand univerfal language. 
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Notv, my dear Sir, having given you my 
poor opinion of the coiifideration which 
Ihould adiuate Government in the noniina* 
tion of foreign Minifters, I ihall proceed to 
hint at the condu^St which fuch a repreien- 
tative of majefty ought to adopt, in order to 
fupport the honourable ftation to which he* 
is promoted. 

It becomes him to preferve the dignity' of 
character, requifke in a perfon who is named 
to reprefent a great Sovereign and s great 
people.

as for that of the Sovereign at whofe Court 
he refides.

Whatever his private fentinients may be 
of men and meafores at home, he fliould 
now get rid of his former^ bad habits, and 
never exprefs himfelf, or encourage any 
miferable emiflaries he may have about him, 
t,0 fpeajk .igainft the Government which he 
ferves, — hi all the changes and chances of 
dom^ftic politics, he fhould preferve on^ 
fober track of expreflion, and keep thq 
greateft poffible diftance from party ran- 
cour and violence. Nor in cafe of any delay 
in the payments of his falary, ijiould he 
expofe the temporary diftrefs of his mafter'§ 
purfe.

Reform is the favourite and falhionabic 
idea of your prefent political world ; and if 
you were to begin with the Qorps Diploma-- 
tique, the firft advance would be very encou- 
raging. — Hy annihilating the embaflies that 
are ufelefs, and turning the Minifters Pleni- 
potentiary into Refidents, in all the inferior 
Courts, a very confiderable faving might be 

made, 
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made, and fcveral thoufands a year be kept 
at home, that are confumed without an- 
fwering any end, to fay no worfe, in foreign 
countries. 



Oliver Cromwell was at a very trifling ex- 
pence in foreign Minifters; and he was 
perfectly well acquainted with the foreign 
affairs of his day. In ^een jinne\ profper- 
ous reign, this article amounted to little 
more than £.^0^000 per annum. In Mr. 
Pittas adminiftration, when our country at- 
tained to the height of glory unknown to 
any other period or nation, the annual di- 
plomatic expence did not exceed £. 50,000 ; 
and, at this moment, when the patriot cry 
denounces ruin and bankruptcy — when we 
have not had time to breathe from the 
diftrefles of a war, in which we were but 
ill fcrved in this department, and fy which 
the refources of fupernumerary expence have 
been fo greatly curtailed — at a period when 
the nation refts all its hopes on the oecono-

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. mical wifdom of Government, the pay of

— But this department of the ftate 
does not feem to be a fubjed of adequate 
confideration. — Inftead of rcfpeftable talents,, 
approved integrity, and perfonal confequence

reprefentation of our country. Thus the 
truth of Rochefaucault is eftabliflied among 
us I'—Les rois font des hommes comme des 
pieces de Monoye : lis les font valoir ce quails 
yeulent ; et Von eji force de les recevoir felon 
leur cours^ et nan fas felon leur veritable prix.

'"T^HE laftproduaion of Monf. Vol- 
-*- taire's pen is a trad called Pr/v de la 

« 

Jujilce et'de VHumanite. Every body knows 
the fpirited conduft of Monf. Voltaire to 
expofe the ignorance, fuperftition, and mal- 
adminift ration of juftice againft fuch who 
were acciifed of violating the laws of the 
Romifli' church. The wide field he took, 
relative to the unhappy, fate of the CaJa^ 
and Sirvens^ families, is perhaps extenfive 
enough almoft to hide the deformities, on 
the worft fide of his portrait; and, when 
we have a Frenchman's own wcrd^ to fliew 
that the French nation, in fpite^of that 
urbanity which is io very captivating, fufFer 
the moft odious and barbarous penal laws 
ftill to exift among them, what I have fcid 

before 



before relative to the danger of Proteftant 
families refiding in Catholic Coufltfies, will, 
I hope and believe, prevent an infinite num- 
ber of inconliderate Britifti families from 
leaving their native country, forfaking their 
religion, and placing themfelves under the 
terrors and dangers of offending a church 
which cannot look upon them but with a 
watchful and an evil eye. 

The account that Voltaire gives of the 
young men of Abevillej who were con- 
demned in 1766, to have their hands cut 
off, their tongues pulled out, and then to 
be burnt alive, -and which fentence was 
cruelly executed, for fome irreverence (hewn 
to a wooden image of the .Virgin Mary, 
ought not to be forgotten. Thefe indifcreet 
and giddy-headed young men were tried 
and condemned only by the judges oi j^be- 
ville. But their fentence was confirmed by 
the TRIBUNAL at Parisj by a majority of 
fijtetn to ten I and five executioners were 

fent 



/■ 
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fent from Paris to perform the bloody deed 
with the utmoft rigour. The day after this 
horrid execution, I pafled over the Grand 
Plac^ of that bloody city ; and perceiving 
a heap of aflies, and that the pofl-boy 
turned almoft fhort to avoid going near 
them, I alked him the caufe. He repliedf 
it was the afhes of fbme heretics who were 
burnt there yefterday ! — I leave the i-eader 
to guefs what my Protejlant feelings were, 
when I found I was in a large and beautiful 
city, the whole inhabitants of which had 
teen regaled the day before at an auto defe: 
and yet at this day, a great number of Pro- 
teftant Englilh families dwell at AbevilUl 

in this fame trad, Mr, Voltaire gives an 
account of a^ cloud of witueiles at Lyons, 
who fwore they Jaw the dead io^y of a 
young woman who had been raviflied and 
murdered : the depoiitious to this pretended 
faft were very, numerons ; and yet at lepgth 
the Judges acknowledged^ that uo girl bad 
been either raviihed or murdered, nor any 

S dead 
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Jead body feen by the witnefles .! The cafe of 
Mof^eur de la Pivardhre is ftill more extra- 
ordinary ! — Madame de Cbauvelix, his fecond 
wife, was accufed of having murdered hini 
in his own houfe. Two of his maid fer- 
vants were witneffes ; and his own daughter 
heard him cry out, God have mercy upon me I 
one of the maids on her death-bed took the . 
Sacrament, and declared before God, that 
her miftrefs had a defign to murder her 
mafter ; others had feen many ftrorig niarks 
of guilt in the wife ; and fbme had heard 
the report of the piftol which finiflied hii^ ! 
His death, however, was univerfally Re- 
lieved ; yet, at lengtli, it appeared, that no 
perfon had been murdered, nor any gun or 
piftol had been fired j for Mohf. de la Phar^ 
diere returned home ; biit on returning, juft 
as the Judges were about executing ven- 
geance on his wife, they did hot cafe to 
lofe fherr progrefs, and therefore infift'ed 
"upon *it even to his living Jace^ that he was 
# dead man I and It was eighteen paontlis 

before 
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htforc Monf. de la Pivardiere could convince 
, the Judges that be was Jilll alive i 

Another inftance Voltaire gives of a per- 
fon named MonthaiJlij who, without either 
an accufer or a witnefsj was taken trp by 
the tribunal at Arras, tried there in,i776t 
and condemned to have his hand cut ofF, 
then broke on the wheel, and laftly, to be 
burnt alive, for killing his mother. The 
fentence was carried into execution, and his 
wife would have been thrown into the flames 
with him as an accomplice^ but pleading 
her pregnalicy, the Chancellor of France, 
hearing of the iniquitous proceedings, re- 
verfed her fentence* " My pen,** lays Vol- 
taire, ** trembles in the relation of this in- 
fernal bufinefs ; nor is there one year," fays 
he, ^^ that the gibbet or the rack is not 
Aained with the blood of innocent and un-^ 
fortunate citizens** — If then, my country- 
'men, unfortunate citizens hW. innocent vie* 
•tintts every year m France, where in France, 

Sa «r 
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or where in any Catholic country, is a fafe 
refting-place. for ftrangers? No where. 
Stay therefore at home, in thefe times par- 
ticularly ; it is a duty you owe your King, 
and your injured counter y. Both have 
been deeply wounded ; nor can the wounds 
be ever healed, without the attendance and 
affiftance of every individ^ial. I own my felf 
a criminal, and one who dejferted my native 
country ; but it was only to avoid the pain 
of feeing it in the hands of men who ap- 
peared too criminal for an honeft man to 
abide with. They are removed ; and there- 
fore I am returned. We are now (I hope 
lb at leaft) in a fair way of feeing the laws 

' of the land, and the liberty of the fub- 
jeft, no more invaded. When I went abroad, 
the Habeas Corpus Ad was fufpended ; and 
he who had croffed the Britifli Channel 
within fix months, and who was not a 
friend to the wretch who has aggrandized 

-Ifis own family in proportion as he has di- 
minished the glory of the empire, was, per- 
haps.

But now, I will venture to pronounce it,

than ever to the ftranger, and foftens him 
into more patience. — Now you will aft, 
but is he paid ? No :— nor do> I fuppofe he 
ever will : — is it not enough to have the 
honour of dining with a Prince, fupping 
with a Duke, and dancing with a Duchefs, 
without being paid a thoufand pounds or 
two? for what could our countrymen do 
with their money, if it were not that the ' 
people of this are fo obliging, as to put 
tliem in the w«iy of difpofmg of it r every 
body here, even down to the beggars, 
know^ that an Englifliman has mo other

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way to make himfelf cafy, but by beftow- 
Ing his money to make them happy ; but 
as it is charity to give to the latter, au<l 
folly in the higheft degree to play with the 
former, determine, my dear Sir, if they 
keep you company, it fhall be for the fake 
of your company and converfation, not for 
the reverfion of your fortune^, I had the 
honour to be permitted to preferit John

ON rhy lirft putney frota fehent to 
Brnflfels, by land^ {for there is a 
Trcaifcoofe between thofe two cities) I found 
men faifing iltttneiife ftoneS from a ra(t 
depth, and where a very large fpacc was 
laid open, and the foil (all f and) thrown 
vp^ Thefe ftone pits are about a league 
from Alost, andclofe to the left-hand fide 
of the road.

I think doubted evert whether it was not 
;a<9:ually (b covered when the Romans in- 
vaded Britain. But as the Abbe (who is a 
mati of profound knowledge) intends to 
favour the World with his lentiments on 
this, and other fuch fubjefts, .equally in- 
ferefting^ I mean it only, that you may not 
pafs by thofe marine quarries without look* 
jing at them ; for they are certainly worthy 
^f your notice* This fubjeft, however^ in* 
^ites m^ to mention a circumftance I have 
jieyeryet foiind any naturalift could account 
/or, and that is^ why the wilk fpiral fhells, 
which lay iii fuch multitudes on the coaft 
pf Suffolk, near Landguard Fort, all turn 
.as the CQrk-fcrew turns ; and why the fame 
/(hells, in eyery refpeiSl:^ are found in equal 
.abundance all along^ in the cliffs of the 
fame cotaft, with this . difference only, that 
{he fpiral is inverted* I have employed 
jnonths,' I may fay years, to examine thofe* 
in |hc cliffs^ and thple urukr the cliffs, on 

that 
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that (hore^ and I never could find a live 
Jhell which did not twift contrary to thofe 
ill' the cliff! Perhaps, as I have not 
the (hells before me, I may be miftaken 
as to the twift» they take, but I am 
confident that one fort is fpiralled contrary 
to the other. I fent a pair of thefe ihells to 
my late refpeftable friend Lord George 
Bcauclerk, and we agreed to call the cliff 
ihells Aniedduviam. You know my once 
favourite cottage at Felixtow, which I 
bought for forty-five pounds, and which has 
fince been fold for two thoufand ; and when 
you go that way, you will find the high 
cliff from thence to Bawnfey Ferry richly 
cha>ged with the ^ntedeluviansj and the 
beach vnder covered with thofe of the other 
turn. If, as Abbe Mann fufpefts, a great 
part of the Low Countries were covered by 
the ocean, {o lately as when the Romans 
invaded Britain, it is very probable, that, 
our coaft extended then much nearer to the 
Continent fi(|e than it does at prefent ; and 

perha|>^ 
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perhaps the Goodwin Sands was at that time 
Britifh terra firma ; for it is well known, 
that what tfie fea borrows from one coaft, it 
lends to the other. I have feen many in^ 
ftancesofit in narrow creeks in America ; 
and if that is to be perceived in a year or 
two, what changes may it not make in many 
ages? It is evident that niofl: parts of the 
known earth produce ftrong proofs that it 
has. been covered by the fea, and proofs too, 
that it has been covered by the waters a 
much longer time than any tradition con- 
veyed to us can account for. It is natural 
to conclude, therefore, that all the land of 
this planet, was originally united, and that 
it has been divided into parcels by fbme of 
the convulfions of nature which we have 
feen, though in a lefs degree, in the prefent 
century, and which we have much reafon to 
fear are only lyroptoms of a greater 
DISEASE in the body of our original 
PARENT. It is unnatural to fuppofe that
